THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1965 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  on  the  state  of  the  public  health 
in  this  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1965. 


IHTRODUC  TION 

We  are  all  aware  that  the  problems  of  public  health  have  changed  very 
greatly  in  the  present  centuiy  and  particularly  in  the  last  decade.  Control 
of  the  environment  and  immunisation  of  the  people  have  reduced  the  hazard  of 
infectious  disease  almost  to  insignificance  and  education,  improved  nutrition 
and  advances  in  curative  medicine  have  similarly  played  their  part  both  in 
extending  the  average  span  of  life  and  in  improving  its  vigour.  Looking  back 
on  this  splendid  record  of  success  it  is  sometimes  concluded  that  there  is 
nothing  left  to  do  and  it  is,  indeed,  a  very  coirmon  attitude  of  mind  to  accept 
the  present  as  the  definitive  pattern  of  things  and  to  reject  any  thought  of 
change.  But  it  may  be  that  we  are  no  more  justified  in  accepting  the  present 
public  health  situation  as  the  ultimate  goal  than  were  those  worthies  of  the 
mid  19th  centuiy,  and  they  we  re  in  overwhelming  majority ,  who  then  saw  no  need 
for  sanitary  reform.  Diseases  of  squalor  and  poverty  no  longer  present  an 
important  problem  but  the  diseases  of  plenty  have  come  forward  to  fill  the  gap. 
Overeating,  smoking,  the  motor  car  with  the  accompanying  abandonment  of  our  old 
fashioned  v/ay  of  getting  around  on  two  legs,  have  all  contributed  to  the 
changing  disease  pattern.  And  the  price  of  these  pleasures,  the  rush,  worry 
and  competition  of  much  modern  employment,  may  well  have  contributed  most. 

Thus  the  present  day  public  health  problem  can  no  longer  be  dealt  with, 
as  in  the  past,  by  appropriate  legislation,  but  by  obtaining  the  intelligent 
co-operation  of  the  people  and  this  is  what  health  education  is  all  about. 

If  health  education  is  looked  at  in  this  light  then  it  becomes  less  a  matter 
to  be  treated  with  derision  and  mere  the  potential  key-stone  of  the  new 
public  health.  However,’  there  has  so  far  been  little  evidence  that  this 
necessary  co-operation  is  being  obtained  and  the  failure  of  health  education 
is  most  clearly  demonstrated  in  the  continuing;  public  enthusiasm  for  cigarette 
smoking.  During  the  year  there  were  26,399  deaths  from  lung  cancer,  the  number 
increases  by  a  thousand  or  more  in  every  successive  report,  and  at  least  9QP;- 
of  these  deaths  would  not  have  occurred  had  the  victims  not  acquired  the 
smoking  habit.  This  preventable  annual  loss  of  life  continues  to  be  accepted 
with  massive  calm,  not  to  say  indiff erenc e ,  and  this  seems  such  a  remarkable 


thing  that  I  feel  that  no  apology  is  needed  for  having  "brought  the  matter  to 
your  attention  in  a  third  annual  report.  The  following  death  rates,  from  a 
study  hy  Doll  and  Hill  (1964),  are  highly  significant.

It  will  he  noted  that  smokers  at  any  age  up  to  75  years  have  nearly  twice 
the  chance  of  dying  in  a  given  year  than  non-smokers  of  the  same  age.  Over  75 
years  the  non-smokers  are  at  a  disadvantage  hut  this,  of  course,  is  because 
there  are  hy  then  so  few  smokers  at  ill  in  the  race. 

In  November  your  Council  resolved  to  inform  the  County  Council  of  your 
support  of  the  principle  of  fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies.  It  is  thus 
recorded  to  your  credit  that  you  were  staunch  for  comnon  sense  against  the 
emotionalism  that  has  succeeded  in  deferring  the  great  improvement  in  our 
children's  dental  health  which  will  follow  adoption  of  fluoridation. 

A  new  scientific  term,  hypothermia,  came  into  popular  use  during  the  year. 
It  was  alleged,  and  it  has  not  been  disproved,  that  many  thousands  of  old 
people  die  each  winter  from  the  effects  of  the  cold.  These  deaths  have  been 
put  down  to  such  causes  as  pneumonia  or  heart  failure  and  it  is  probable  that 

in  the  majority  of  cases  there  has  been  some  specific  disease  present,  Of  - 

perhaps  a  general  senility,  but  it  is  claimed  that  the  real  cause  of  death  has 
been'  excessive  cooling  of  the  body  and  that  death  would  not  otherwise  have 
occurred  at  that  time.  It  will  be  remembered  that  body  temperature  is  normally 
98.4  and  since  unheated  bedrooms  have  often  been  found'  to  have  an  air 
temperature  below  freezing  (52 °F),  it  is  not  surprising  that  an  old  person, 
perhaps  inadequately  fed  and  clothed  and  incapable  of  the  vigorous  heat 
producing  activity  of  shivering,  should  lose  heat.  Thermal  insulation  in 
houses  is  therefore  not  only  of  economic  importance  in  avoiding  fuel  waste  but 
of  great  public  health  importance.  The  case  for  providing  space  heating  from 
a  central  source  in  grouped  home  dwellings  for  old  people  must  now  be  regarded 
as  proven.  '  .

It  is  intended  this  year  to  include  a  short  section  in  the  report  on 
County  Council  services  provided  under  the  National  Health  Service  and  National 
Assistance  Acts.  Your  Council  has  a  few  responsibilities  under  these  Acts 
which  are  concerned  with  individual  health  and  welfare  but  it  is  felt  that 
these  are  matters  in  which  a  member  of  a  public  health  authority  ought  to  be 
interested.  Furthermore ,  your  Council  is  responsible  under  the  National 
Ass  istance  Act  fo r  .obtaining  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or  County  home 
of  .sick  or  aged  people  who  are  not  getting  satisf ac toiy  care  and  attention. 

This  is  dangerous  ground  on  which  either  action  or  inaction  may  be  held  wrong. 
Situations  arise  from  tine  to  time  in  which  old  people,  living  alone  in  squalor 
in  derelict  dwellings,  refuse  to  accept  admission  tp  a  County  home.  Forcible 
removal  v/ould  evoke  criticism  of  interference  with  liberty  whilst  inaction 
might  be  followed  by  the  tragedy  of  fire  or  other  accidental  death.,  this  again 
proving  matter  for  criticism.  I  have  no  doubt  that  one's  duty -is  to  act  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  individual  and  that  possible  public  censure  should  not 
weigh  unduly.  ,  • 

I  am  able  to  report  that  the  public  health  in  V/ymondham  in  1965  was 
sati sf ac tory.  The  average  age  at  death  was  71.0  years  i/hich  compares  with  an

expectation  of  life  at  "birth  in  England  and  Wales  of  68.1  years  for  males  and 
74*2  years  for  females.  There  was  no  undue  incidence  of  infectious- “dirs ease 
and  the  statistics  relating  to  child  "birth  and  infant  life  we re.  satisfactory. 
Meanwhile-  steady  progress  was  made  in  all  the  aspects  of  public  health  work 
for  which  your  Council  is  responsible.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

(a)  General 

The  following  data,  with  the  exception  of  .the  last  paragraph,  is  supplied 
by  the  Registrar-General.  By  'correcting’  the  birth  and  death  .rates  to  allow 
for  the  age  structure  of  1  ymondham  compared  with  the  rest  of  the  country,,  and 
by  treating  all  the  district  rates  with  the  reservation  due  to  information 
based  cn  small  numbers,  it  is  possible  to  reach  conclusions  about  the  state  of 
health  of  the  District. 

(b)  Population 

The  mid-year  population  of  Mymondham  Urban  District  in  1965  was  estimated 
at  6,150,  an  increase  of  120  over  the  I964  figure. 

(c)  Births 

There  were  89  births  (49  beys  and  40  girls)  in  the  year.  The  crude  birth 
rate  was  therefore  14*5  live  births  per  thousand  population  and  the  corrected 
rate  was  15*1  per  thousand.  The  provisional  rate  for  Ihgland  and  Wales  in  1965 
was  18.1  births  per  thousand  population. 

There  was  only  one  illegitimate  birth  compared  with  7  in  the  previous  year 
and  5  in  1963*

(d)  Stil  lbirths 


One  was  notified  giving  a  stillbirth  rate  of  11.1  still  births  per  1,000 
total  births  and  this  compares  with  a  19 65  provisional  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  of  I5.7 

(e)  Infant  Mortality 

The  provisional  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1965  was 
19.0  infant  deaths  per  1,000  live  births,  a  lowest  ever  figure.  There  has  in 
fact  been  a  steady  decline  in  the  rate  since  1955  although  the  decline. has 
slowed  as  more  and  more  preventable  causes  of  infant  death  have  been  dealt 
with  leaving  the  hard  core  of  cases  of  congenital  abnormality  to  which  the 
answer  is  not  yet  known. 

Two  infants  died  in  Wymondham  in  1965  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of 
22.5  per  1,000  live  births.  Both  deaths  occurred  in  hospital  and  both  were 
new  bom  infants  with  congenital  disorders.  •  - - - -  ~  - . 
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(f)  Perinatal  Mortality 


This  refers  both  to  still  births  and  to  infants  dying  in  the  first  week 
of  life  and  thus  gives  more  accurate  information  as  to  the  outcome  of  pregnancy 
than  the  stillbirth  rate  because  it  is  often  quite  fortuitous  whether  a  malformed 
foetus  is  stillborn  or  survives  for  a  short  while  after  birth. 

The  perinatal  rate  for  VJymondham  was  33*3  stillbirths  and  neo-natal  deaths 
per  1,000  total  births.  The  national  rate  for  1965  T;as  26.0. deaths  per  1,000 
total  births. 

(g)  Deaths 

♦  »  V 

Deaths  numbered  80  compared  with  the  somewhat  high  figure  of  91  in  *1 964  and 
as  has  been  stated,  the  average  age  at  death  was  71*0  years  which  is  a  satis¬ 
factory  figure.  The  crude  death  rate  was  13. 0  deaths  per  1,000  population  and 
the  corrected  rate  was  11,8  deaths.  This  may  be  compared  with  a  provisional 
England  and  'Tales  rate  for  1965  of”  H*  5  deaths  per  1,000  population. 

Detailed  mortality  statistics  are  listed  in  Tables  10  and  11  and  it  will 
be  seen  that  40  of  the  total  of  80  deaths  occurred  at  75  years  or  more  of  age, 
a  proportion  cf  50/  which  compares  favourably  with  the  I964  figure  of  48/'«  In 
previous  reports  attention  has  beer,  drawn  to  the  life  wastage  suffered  by  those 
dying  in  the  age  group  45  to  65  years  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  many  of 
these  deaths  should  be  regarded  as  preventable  and  particularly  those  due  to 
the  cruises  listed  below.  The  figures  are  too  snail  to*  justify  any  conclusion 
but  the  1965  trend  is  certainly  in  the  right  direction,

Forty  four  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  1965,  the 


details  being  appended  in  tables  1'5  to  17.  ’  MEASLES  r:as  responsible  for  40  of 
these  notifications?  and' the  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  early  in  the  year 
which  17a s  not  in  accordance  with  the  usual  two  yearly  epidemic  pattern  of  the 
disease.  "Vaccination  is  now  available  against  measles  and  the  fact  that  one 
child  in  some  5j00C  oases  dies  must  be  considered  in  judging  the  need  for 
protection.  The  present  position  is  that  no  widespread  scheme  is  to  be  offered 
to  the  public  at  this  stage  but  that  general  practitioners  will  protect  children 
at  special  risk*

UIVIRC  m'l  TAL  HYGIENE 

The  appended  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  deals  comprehen¬ 
sively  with  the  many  aspects  of  this  subject  and  the  following  paragiaphs  are 
intended  only  as  a  general  review  . 

(a)  Housing 

The  programme  of  modernisation  of  Council’s  older  dwellings  continued 
well ?  notably  in  Preston  Avenue?  and  a  start  was  made  on  the  building  of  24 
new  houses  in  Pople  Street.  Meantime  the  six  bungalow  scheme  in  Dangate  Street 
proceeded  satisfactorily?  excellent  use  having  been  made  of  a  challenging  site, 

■(b)  Sewage  Disposal 

Very  considerable  efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  correct  the  faulty 
functioning  of  the  sewage  works  and  thus  to  obtain  effluents  acceptable  to  the 
River  Authority. 

At  tine  end  of  1964  ,  it  will  be  recalled?  Council  had  agreed  with  the 
R.iver  Authority  that  re- circulation  would  be  installed •  but  that  tine  filters 
would  first  be  examined  for  .any  mechanical  or  engineering  fault.  ,  marly  in  the 
new  year  the  opinion  of  a  consultant  chemical  engineer  was  obtained  which  was 
that  the  filters  appeared  to  be  at  fault  and  subsequent  excavation  of  the 
filters  confirmed  that  they  were  not  draining  efficiently?  nor  were  they 
properly  aerated.  The  consulting  engineers  proposed  a  scheme  to  remedy  this

state  of  affairs  and  a  second  opinion  was  obtained.  The  work  was  then  ,  put  in 
hand  and  was  complete  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  can  he  expected  that  the 
improvement  in  effluent  quality  will  be  considerable,  but  whether  it  will  be 
sufficient  to  satisfy  the  searching  standards  of  the  River  Authority  must 
remain  to  be  seen, 

(c)  ■•7a ter  Supply 

The  headworks  at  '"icklewood  supply  chalk  bore  water  to  the  -District  and 
to  part  of  Forehoe  and  Henstead  District.  Bacteriological  and  chemical  inves¬ 
tigation  of  the  water  has  been  satisfactoiy . 

Tlie  base  exchange  resin  in  the  softening  plant  was  changed  in  September 
I964  and  its  efficiency  has  been  well  maintained  by  more  regular  acid  washing. 

(d)  Food  Hy  gi  one 


Standards  of  food  hygiene  were  maintained  and  improved  during  the  year 
and  compare  very  favourably  with  those  in  most  urban  areas.  The  report  on 
the  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak  was  published  during  the  year  and  indicated  that 
serious  hazards  may  exist  in  the  absence  of  obvious  uncleanliness.  It  seems 
likely  that  the  assessment  of  bacteriological  cleanliness  and  not  just  aesthe¬ 
tic  cleanliness  will  play  an  increasing  part  in  modem  food  hygiene  work. 


COUNTY  COUNCIL  SERVICES 

The  following  notes  relate  to  some  of  the  services  provided  by  the 
County  under  the  National  Health  Service  and  National  Assistance  Acts  for  the 
residents  of  wymondham. 

fraternal  and  child  welfare  services  were  fully  occupied.  Fifty  four  of 
the  89  births  were  conducted  at  home  and  the  subsequent  progress  of  the 
Infants  uras  thereafter  watched  by  the  Health  Visitor.  A  survey  was  made  by 
the  Mothers'  Union  during  the  year  in  order  to  determine  the  attitudes  of 
mothers  in  regard  to  the  child  welfare  clinics.  It  appeared  that  the  service 
was  greatly  appreciated. 

The  V/elfare  Officer  for  Area  5  moved  office  from  Long  Stratton  to  Earleston 
in  1965 ,  but  is  available  in  1  ymondham  for  half  a  day  each  week.  He  and  his 
staff  continued  their  excellent  work  in  arranging  for  the  welfare  of  the  aged 
and  the  mentally  handicapped  or  mentally  ill.  The  Home  Kelp  Service  continued 
to  expand,  partly  due  to  the  increasing  number  of  old  people,  and  the  activities 
of  the  Over  60 1  s  Club  were  certainly  a  source  of  strength  to  many  of  the  members. 
The  residents  of  your  grouped  home  scheme  at  Stand  ley  Court  continued  to  enjoy 
independence  coupled  with  the  knowledge  that  help  was  always  available  if 
needed.  Mentally  handicapped  children  likely  to  benefit  by  training  attended 
the  Junior  Training  Centre  at  Attleborough  and  older  persons  attended  the 
social  centre  at  Spooner  Row.  Two  of  these  enjoyed  an  assisted  holiday  at  Over- 
strand  or  Hess  in  gland. 

The  above  paragraphs  give  some  account  of  the  services  provided  by  the 
County  either  directly  or  through  voluntary  agencies,  for  the  care  of  the 
individual  in  need  but  it  is  far  from  complete. 

During  the  year  the  voluntary  organisations  of  Tfymond ham  set  up  a  co¬ 
ordinating  body  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  Council  offices  could  be  used  as 
the  recognised  centre  for  summoning  medical,  nursing  or  home  help  aid  in  case 
of  need.  Old  people  living  alone  were  given  cards  which  could  be  put  in  the 
window  if  help  was  required.  It  was  also  agreed  that  Council  would  give 
whatever  assistance  was  possible  in  enabling  a  proposed  meals  on  v, 'heels 
service  to  get  started. 


CONCLUSION 


I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  and  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Coronittee  for  their  encouragement  throughout  the  year. 

I  would  like  also  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  as  well  as  all  those  other  members 
of  the  staff  at  Uymondham  and  at  the  Norwich  office  who  have  always  shown 
themselves  eager  to  contribute  to  the  care  of  the  public  health.

Thirty  two  pre-war  Council  Houses  were  modernised  during  the  year  by  installing 
baths,  lavatory  basins,  internal  W.C.'s,  now  sinks  and  draining  boards  and  hot 
water  systems  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  in  hand  on  a  further  twelve  houses 
at  Preston  Avenue. 

In  December,  1965  tender  documents  were  being  prepared  for  the  modernisation 
of  a  further  28  houses  at  Northfield  Gardens  and  Bamham  Broom  Road. 

Schemes  already  completed  and  those  in  hand  total  137  houses,  this  leaves  102 
pre-war  houses  still  to  be  modernised.

Headworks. 

The  statutory  supply  area  of  the  Urban  Council's  water  undertaking  is  the 
whole  of  the  Urban  District  and  approximately  950  acres  within  the  Rural  District 
of  Forehoe  &  Henstead.  In  addition  about  31 ,000,000  gallons  of  water  is  supplied 
in  bulk  annually  to  the  latter  Rural  District. 

The  pumping  station  is  situated  at  Uicklewood  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Forehoe  &  Henstead.  The  headworks  comprise  five  12"  boreholes  approximately  300  ft. 
in  depth.  Each  borehole  Is  capable  of  yielding  10,000  gallons  per  hour.  The  normal 
average  rest  level  is  73'7"  and  the  pumping  level  (at  8,000  g.p.H.)  93 '6".  The 
concrete  reservoir  has  a  capacity  of  240,000  gallons,  the  top  water  level  being 
226ft.  above  ordnance  datum.  The  water  is  softened,  aerated  and  chlorinated.  The 
capacity  of  the  "Permutit"  Base  Exchange  Softening  FLant  per  regeneration  was 
designed  for  101 ,800.  gallons  of  raw  water  with  a  hardness  of  26.2°  to  be  reduced 
to  zero  and  giving  an  output  of  139,000  gallons  of  blended  water  with  a  residual 
hardness  of  7°.  Chlorination  cf  the  water  supply  is  by  an  automatic  gas  type 
instrument  in  phase  with  the  pumps. 

Softening  Plant. 

The  resin  in  the  Softening  Plant  was  acid  washed  at  six  monthly  intervals  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  (l5  months  after  the  supply  of  the  new  resin)  the  output  of 
the  plant  was  still  in  excess  of  that  anticipated. 

The  plant  has  been  trouble  free  during  the  year. 


Extension  of  Mains. 

The  laying  of  water  mains  on  the  Allsebrook  Park  Estate  was  completed  in  the 
early  months  of  the  year.  (910  yds.  3"  asbestos  mains). 

Ninety  yards  of  3"  main  in  Back  Lane  which  had  been  affected  by  frost  on  two 
occasions  was  renewed  by  direct  labour.  This'  work  was  considered  essential  in 
view  of  the  erection  of  the  New  Central  Hall  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  approach 
road.

Regrouping  of  'inter  Undertakings. 

There  is  nothing  to  report  under  this  heading  for  the  twelve  months  under 
review. 

Distribution  System. 

The  tetal  mileage  of  mains  under  the  control  of  the  Council  is  26  miles,  which 
includes  approximately  y  mile  of  3"  main  laid  at  Allsebrook  Park  Estate  during  the 
year. 

Fractures  in  water  mains  occurred  as  follows  during  the  year 

3"  mains  -  The  Lizard,  (Damage  by  Gas  Board  Contractors). 

3"  mains  -  Kimberley  Street. 

3"  mains  -  London  Road. 


Sampling. 

A  total  of  16  samples  of  water  was  taken  from  various  sections  of  the  distribution 
system  for  bacterialogical  examination  end  in  each  case  the  result  was  satisfactory. 

In  addition  four  samples  were  taken  from  private  wells  and  bores. 

Details  of  a  full  chemical  analysis  of  the  raw  water  is  given  on  Folio  10 
along  with  a  summary  of  the  Headworks  weekly  report 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. 


Further  advice  from  a  firm  of  Consulting  Engineers  was  obtained  and  this 
confirmed  the  findings  of  the  firm  of  Consulting  Chemical  Engineers  mentioned  in 
my  last  annual  report.  The  chemist  at  a  neighbouring  Authority’s  sewage  works  also 
carried  out  tests  and  his  report  was  a  further  confirmation  of  faulty  floor 
drainage  and  inadequate  ventilation  of  the  filters. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  put  forward  proposals  for  improving  the 
ventilation  and  drainage  from  the  filters  and  the  work  was  put  in  hand  and 
completed  early  in  1966. 

Sewerage  System. 

A  sewerage  extension  to  Greenland  Avenue  and  part  of  Tuttles  Lane  was  commenced 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  nearing  completion.  The  work  included  the  laying  of 
approximately  320  yds.  of  6”  diam.  G.S.S.  pipes  with  the  usual  manholes  and  a  small 
pumping  station  with  a  small  bore  pumping  main.  The  scheme  will  initially  serve 
twenty  two  existing  properties. 

There  has  been  considerable  residential  development  to  the  north  of  the  town 
during  the  last  few  years.  Further  extensive  development  is  in  hand  in  the  same 
locality, and  the  indications  are  that  the  growth  of  the  tom  will  continue  in  this 
direction. 

'The  capacity  of  the  main  outfall  sewer  will  have  to  be  increased  and  this 
could  perhaps  be  carried  out  in  two  stages 

1 .  From  the  works  to  where  the  branch  sewer  serving  the  Chapel  Lane  development 
empties  into  the  main  outfall  and, 

2.  from  the  latter  junction  to  the  manhole  on  the  main  outfall  in  Cavick  Road  or 
some  other  point  nearer  the  works  on  the  main  outfall  to  which  it  might  be 
possible  to  divert  the  Pople  Street  sewer.  The  Pople  Street  sewer  has  taken 
practically  the  whole  of  the  additional  sewage  from  Ketts  Estate,  Allsebrook 
Park  Estate  and  the  Norwich  Construction  Site. 

Cesspools. 

The  adjoining  Rural  District  Council  empties  cesspools  when  necessary  within 
the  Urban  District.  The  Rural  Council  charges  your  Council  £2  per  load.  Where  no 
sewer  is  available  the  Council  recovers  £1  per  load  from  the  person  requiring  this 
service  and  in  other  cases  the  full  cost  of  £2  is  recovered. 

Refuse  Collection  &  Disposal. 

In  July  1965  the  Council  adopted  a  scheme  for  a  fortnightly  collection  of 
household  refuse  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  district,  on  a  contract  basis.  The 
collection  had  previously  been  carried  out  monthly  by  direct  labour. 

Besides  providing  a  better  service  in  the  rural  localities  the  arrangement 
also  made  it  possible  for  the  direct  labour  town  collection  to  keep  pace  with  the 
increase  in  residential  development. 

The  present  position  is  that  the  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  a  larger 
vehicle  will  be  required  in  order  to  maintain  a  weekly  collection  in  the  built-up 
part  of  the  district.

The  following  work  was  carried  out  after  inspection  and  discussion  with  owners: 

Meat  Preparation  Room. 

Formica  or  similar  tops  to  working  surfaces  in  meat  preparation  room. 

Demolition  of  brick  supports  to  sink  and  refixing  of  sink  on  brackets  to  do 
away  with  dirt  trap  under  sink. 

Yard  surf-  ce  concreted  between  outbuildings  to  provide  clean  access  to 
preparation  room. 

Wash  hand  basin  with  hot  and  cold  water,  soap,  nail  brushes  and  clean  towels 
provided  in  food  preparation  room,  (this  was  in  addition  to  one  already  available  in 
adjoining  shop). 

Concrete  curb  round  gulley  to  prevent  splashing  from  waste  pipe. 

Wet  Fish  Stall. 

The  practice  of  standing  a  display  stand  at  the  side  of  the  stall  was 
discontinued  after  the  owner  had  the  dangers  of  contamination  by  dust  and  dogs  etc. 
pointed  out  to  him. 

The  owners  attention  was  also  drawn  to  Codes  of  Practice  No. 3  (Hygiene  in  the 
Retail  Fish  Trade),  with  special  reference  to  Paragraph  69  which  states  that 
displayed  fish  should  be  screened  against  contamination  by  customers.  The  result 
was  that  glass  screen  was  provided. 

Me bile  Fish  &  Chip  Vans. 

Several  inspections  of  Fish/&  Chip  vans  using  the  Market  Place  were  made  and 
the  following  matters  attended  to  after  discussion  with  owners  : - 

Receptacles  with  tight  fitting  covers  provided  for  waste  food  and  used  hand 
washing  water. 

Hand  washing  facilities  provided  including  a  supply  of  hot  water. 

Provision  of  tongs  for  serving  fried  fish. 

Regular  cleansing  of  floors  and  protection  of  batter  from  dust  and  possible 
contamination. 
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Mobile  Meat  Van. 


A  mobile  meat  van  was  found  to  have  a  supply  of  hot  water,  but  the  facilities 
were  so  inconveniently  placed  that  it  was  unlikely  that  they  would  be  used. 

Several  articles  had  to  be  moved  before  an  inspection  of  the  facilities  could  be 
niade.  The  owner  was  warned  that  in  future  the  hand  washing  facilities  must  be 
readily  available.  Conditions  were  satisfactory  on  subsequent  inspections. 

Food  Condemned.- 

The  food  set  out  in  attached  schedule  was  condemned  and  voluntarily

The  organic  quality  of  this  water  is  good  and  the  chemical  analysis  shows  no 
sign  of  pollution.  The  total  hardness  is  about  25°  Clark,  of  which  all  but  3°  is 
temporary.  The  reaction  of  the  water  is  neutral,  the  somewhat  high  free  carbonic 
acid  content  being  "balanced"  by  the  hardness.  This  type  of  water  might  have 
some  solvent  action  on  metals  unless  the  pH  is  raised  and  the  free  carbonic  acid 
reduced  by  suitable  treatment.  The  water  contains  a  trace  of  iron,  which  gives 
rise  to  a  rusty  deposit  on  standing.  This  also  should  be  removed  so  as  to  avoid 
inconvenience  to  consumers.  Given  suitable  treatment,  this  water  should  then  be 
suitable  for  drinking  and  general  purposes.  The  mineral  analysis  calls  for  no 
special  comment,  being  similar  to  that  of  most  East  Anglian  waters  derived  from 
the  chalk.  The  magnesium  content  is  very  low  relatively  to  the  calcium  content 
and  the  fluoride  content  is  negligible.
